VICTORIA RIVKR. 
The Victoria River, our uf iht m«tt in- 
Irrrstinp ili-cuvcriet of ( njitaini SniKKi 
and Wicaitt M, it tin the nurth-*»t caul, 
am] ditrtiiljugLici in I i in H. lat., and 
lung, 1;2U' K. The Furthest point ex- 
plored ii nol much inure than 300 milei 
fruin Ihe rangei ti Ihe head of the river* 
distovered bj J>jciiiiiknt p near LiinrfBtt- 
higlil* at tlit wrtt corner uf the Uulf uf 
C'arprnUria. The- Victoria, therefore, ia 
connected in lomr degree with 1 Iter Juller 
IrAveHer't ex^lurntiuoi j and, hereaflrr, 
when Arnheiin't L.ti^J >Jj.ill have been 
occupied, no doubt, the nil' and the 
north-wcil cout will, by iti ititans. le 
connected. .Moreover, it it the J.iijcsi 
met that liai yet Ijeen ducorered on that 
tide uf the continent. 

The country a few mi let above the 
mnttth uf the river appears to be hilly, — 
flat -tup ped rangei alternating with ptakf, 
in a aurt of regular order, not unlike 
many of the moontaunt in (he 
catt and aoulh cat* of Aut 
tralia. Sandilone, occaiiunally of a 
rrddiih hue, ii the prevailing rock, but 
■late alto crop* out. Kxiennvc |>bin> 
lie at the bate of ihe rangei- thete ex- 
tend to the north-east tad (u the smith - 
east, the) an buuudeil by other hilli. 
On ( uricnity Peak, one of the tint objecli 
pnteiiled in the hilly region, a siik.1I 
leatlesi ire* wai found, bearing a peach - 
colutiied fruit, thr liie of a Damaaceiit 
plum, and containing a laifr atone, 
CipLam Stokes found, » pie made of thii 
fruit by no muni bad ealing. White 
tbiatt, brown pigeom, muequiloi, and 
alligatora, *eeni tu abound. The account 
of the exploration ij enlivened by the 
bistury of the death of a large alligator, 
w hich teeint tu have been a formidable affair 
in iti way. Hit lengih wit rifteen feel , 
the length of the lower jaw two feet; im 
largcBl teeth were one and a half inch in 
length, the breadth acru» hit ihoulden 
wa» five feel Iwiundiei. Thett U a badly 
drawn new ul the manner in whtch the 
moniter was hauled uul uf the water and 
ilain. Some Lotumiis apparently of 
■inuke are lotroducrJ into the teen* ; but 
thr »e re pre lent duit whirl*, (titicdi aia 
frequent and oceuiuoaJiy dsngeroui. The 
alligator's ttomach conUiueT about 14 
pound* of pebble*, tome of them four 
inchei in diameter. We presume allig» 
ton are not 



" FligfaU or large vampires, whiitliltB 
duckt, tnauy-cokureil parrotjuelt and 
■mall birds, rnfde the titer quite alive." 
Here Mr. Bvniif. tecurril two new bird), 
tirophniu plitMifrra and Ktitnpt, put- 
theltut figured in Oould twork. 

The river teemt to have abounded with 
ialeli . itt general dirrcliun wafleail.iouth- 
eait, but it was barred orcaiiunally by 
ihuati which impede navigation, and 
eventually atop it. PaJjnt, waier-liliei, 
and acaeiaa, are cotuuion ariumenit of the 
Links- The duUnce explored in the 
boat* wa* 75 miles, wilh only oue 
portage. 

A pedettrian excursion wa» therefore 
undertaken to continue the exploration. 
The ridges ware cum|>oied ill the tint part 
ufthii route of jaajier, flinty limeilone, 
and greywacke. The heat was very 
troublesome on lilh November ; the ther- 
munifler itaott at 1 10' in the ihide al une 
i'.»., an 7lh at 112', add on 8lh al 
I i<- in the tun. Prom Hi- to 100 ' teems 
lu have been the usual temperalurr. The 
Vampim by night Were at annoying as 
the heat by day. Heed* occurred plenti- 
fully i.i the party ad tl need . and indicf 
liuiii of the pretence of native* were dii 
liuguiahed . tome of their liret were still 
burning. In two or three inilancel (he 
t»mge< were encountered. Melton wet* 
olaerved frequently about the 7th and Slh 
November; but whether they were con- 
nected with the great annual November 
display in Kurope and America our tov- 
ager does not lay. Some part uf the 
country traversed wa» stony and barren, 
but other tracts were rich in vegetation 
and exceedingly picturesqur. Fish like 
trouii and siickle-backi were taken in the 
ri«r. Indications of Hoods were net 
with in the treet on the banki of the 
river. 

Captain Stokes mentions, thai though 
the nights were comparatively cool, tbeday 
never was to . and what with the heat, 
musqniios, and vampires, but little sleep 
could saiiieliniei be obtained. This 
parti) due to the extreme heat and fatigue 
during the day. 

The rocka met with near the tea coast 
were again met with in tins part of the 
counlry, and having the same $ E. dip. 

A large party of nances were met wilh j 
two of them having a tnmm-adoitred tlog 
tftlh them, which howled mournfully 
came out suddenly upon the bank of the 
rivet, shouting Ho t Ho.'— the equivalent 
of our New South Wales rooejt- They 
ar* described as line Looking men, with 
bushy hair and spare limbi, quite naked 
and apparently unarmed. They teemed 
to be in guoil condition, but not dis- 
tinguished by n'reiir»ri*ioa,ai LitenifSHtiT 
sayi ' all the black-fellows of the west 
coast of the Uulf are' j and as they are in 
King's Sound 1 . 

Captain Sro*>» drawt a contrast 
between the manly bearing of these 
blacks and the crouching condition 
of the miserable ohjecta about 
Sydney. They stem lo have 
been wary and watchful at night. The 
list night of the party's exploration wot 
unal tended by tquaila. but Ihe howling of 
native dogs, and the screeching uf the 
vampires, were sufBcienlly annoying. 
The last point seen was in lat. I5 3« S„ 
and 130 ai RS, 14(1 miles from the sea, 
"but ttitl 3IHI milt!i from the centre uf 
.■iii-tr:ili.i. " a whimsical allusion lo which 
is frequently made by our author. The 
mention of it is litre to set htm off upon 
some reverie or mental ipse illation, which 
proves him to bt, notwiihtUnding what 
.'■une uf hn shi pinnies might call tieartdit, 
an amiable and zealous creature. In our 
lusl notice, we alluded to his tro-mit run 
al the head of the Albert : here strain wc 
read, " I left the spol of our tempo! try 
engagement, and proceeded alone a short 
distance in tht direction, of the interior ; 
although partly tu atone Ay that ri*gte 
and toti/ary teal It iomardi tke abject 
if my eager tpeculatian, for the grievous 
disappointment I experienced at being 
compelled lo return. It oat tomttiinf, 
even by this abort distance, to precede 
my companions jn the eiciting work af 
discovery — to tread alone Ihe solitary 
glades npon which, till now, no Italia* 
unite civilized west had set his fool —and 
to wwje in totem* and uit&mien eifenee 
upon the ultimate results of the work lo 
which the [ul few days had been devoted 
— to mark the gradual bat certain pro- 
gression of civilization and Chnntiantty-— 
and to breathe forth, unwitnessed and un- 
interrupted, ihe scarce coherent words of 
thankful adoration for Ihe providential 
can which hail hitherto sustained and 
directed as." 

The return down the river enabled 
Captain Snxn I* try fly- fitting an the 
Victoria ; and to observe abundance of 
loiloiiet. At a native fire-place he no 
ticed heapt of muscles as well *J the bones 
of young alligators; portions of jaws 
wilh teeth were picked up. 

Many natives were met with, One of 
these was seen walking leisurely a os* a 
plain poising his spear. Captain Stoiks, 
as usual, in advance of the rest, gut with- 
in sixty cards of him and then hailed him 
'' Re cut une look of ntieraod indescrib-
